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GVHC Board Discusses Liability, 
Priorities, Meeting Procedures

GVHC’s priority list took the spotlight Monday night during 
a discussion of intra-board affairs when vice-president Al Long 
questioned the listing of Abe Chasanow in the number two spot 
held open for Long but declined by him. 

The reason why some board members hold privileged positions 
on the priority list appears to be based on a decision reached but 
not recorded by the previous board. Members at large have ex- 
pressed sympathy for the action, stating that the board mem- 
bers are entitled to such positions as a partial compensation 


for their efforts. 


The night before the public could 
make deposits and sign the prior- 
ity book, President Mike Salzman 
called the board members telling 
them a spot at the top of the list 
would be held open for them, 

Long, Ed Burgoon, Earl Thomas, 
John Beckham and Bernard Bor- 
denet refused such priority. Buk- 
zin’s statement at the board meet- 
ing was that he discovered later 
that his name was listed as num- 
ber 5; Mrs. Bukzin had lined up 
with, other members. 

Long’s position was filled later 
with the name of Abe Chasanow 
who had deposited his money the 
Wednesday before, and had left 
town with the understanding that 
teh time of deposit established the 
priority rather than the signing 
of the hook, according to secretary 
Bruce Bowman, Speaking in reply 
to Long at Monday’s meeting, Bow- 
man took full responsibility for the 
action. Burgoon and Long pointed 
out that other mentbers had acted 
under the misunderstanding but 
had not received any priority ad- 
justments. 

—More Business-Like Meetings 

Burgoon led the move by new 
board members for more “business- 
like” board meeting with his mo- 
tion passed unanimously, requir- 
ing minutes to be approved at the 
beginning of each meeting, and the 
mailing of an agenda prior to each 
regular meeting. Monday the 
board approved the adoption of a 
budget for May. Beckham has 
sought for activity by committees 
rather than by individual board 
members, 

Ways to avoid liability for 
monthly payments for two units by 
the member who wishes to buy a 
home other than the one he occu- 
pies will be explored further by 
the management committee in con- 
ference with Chasanow, who is act- 
ing without fee as legal consultant 
to the corporation. The possibility 
of double liabilty may be avoided 
by asking Public Housing Admin- 
istration to require a bond from 
tenants living in units bought by 
others. 

The board authorized a letter to 
FHA requesting the use of four 
units for display to non-residents. 
In the same letter they will ask for 
a freeze of transfers and replace- 
ments so that the GVHC list can be 
used to fill vacancies. 

A transfer of land adjacent to 
the clover-leaf of the new Wash- 
ing-ton-Baltimore highway was 
approved by the board, By re- 
quest of PHA, the land will be 
{turned over to the Department of 
interior. 

The matter of assisting members 
with down payments was discuss- 
ed. Further investigation was or- 
dered of a plan by which GVHC 
would collect repayment install- 
ments for the bank making the 
loans along with monthly charges, 
provided GVHC would not be lia- 


ble for failure of the member to® 


pay. If such a plan does not work 
out, it wag pointed out that mem~ 
bers wishing to borrow the down 
payment may apply to banks or 
credit unions for a personal loan.

Naylor Gardens 
Reports Progress

The Veterans Cooperative Hous- 
ing Association of Naylor Gardens 
was organized early in 1946. Ac- 
cording to Walter Kreimann, man- 
ager, “We had our troubles too. 
We survived two Congressional in~-’ 
vestigations. At*times the oppo- 
sition was far stronger and better- 
organized than our cooperative.” 

In 1947, the House committee on 
executive expenditures investigat- 
ed V.C.H.A. The chairman of that 
committee ordered the sale ‘con- 
summated between Defense Homes 
Corporation and the Naylor Gar- 
dens V.C.H.A. 

Congressman Clare Hoffman al- 
so called a hearing to protest the 
sale in 1947, 

The original requirement of the 
sale-was that V-C-H.A. have “stib- 
.stantially 300 member residents.” 
While still 80 members short Vic- 
tor Wickersham, Washington real- 
tor, was recruited, He signed up 
the 300th member a month before 
the deadline of December 9, 1947. 

Today 408 members of V.C.H.A. 
own and control a $5,000,000 hous- 
ing project of 748 apartments with 
a gross annual income of $430,000.

ForC0-OP Kindergarten 


The joint kindergarten commit- 
tee consisting of representatives of 
the North End PTA, the Center 
School PTA, and the Cooperative 
Nursery School, met with City 
Manager MacDonald in his office 
April 28 to discuss plans for a co- 
operative kindergarten. Also pres- 
ent were Mrs, Fugitt, principal of 
the Center School and Miss Smith, 
principal of the North End School. 


It was decided to open registra- 
tion for a kindergarten on Monday, 
May 12, between ‘the hours of 2 and 
4 p.m. and 7 and 9 p.m. in the cafe- 
teria of the Center school and in 
the auditorium of the North End 
school, All children who will be 
five between January 1, 1952 and 
December 31, 1952 will be eligible. 
There will be a registration fee of 
$5 payable at the time of registra- 
tion, which will be refunded up to 
August 15 if the family moves out 
of town. Also required at time of 
registration will be a birth certifi- 
eate and immunization certificates 
for smallpox and diphtheria. 

The tuition has tentatively been 
set at $8 per month for a nine- 
month school year. The city coun- 
cil has promised the use of a kin- 
dergarten room at ithe Center 
school and use of all equipmrent be- 
longing to the present city-operat- 
ed kindergarten. At the present 
time a rent-free kindergarten room 
at the North End school is also 
promised. 

A membership meeting will be 
planned shortly after registration.

GCS Board Sets 
Education Budget

The educational budget of Green- 
belt Consumer Services, Inc., will 
not ‘be increased in 1952 over last 
year’s total of $11,800, the board of 
directors decided Friday night. The 
management had recommended ex- 
penditure of not over $13,000 for 
educational purposes, including 
public relations and membership 
activities, The board requested 
management to arrange budget 
items under three headings—fixed 
educational expenses, variable ed- 
ucational expenses, and member- 
ship activity costs—so that tthe 
education and membership com- 
mittees could know what funds 
would be available for their re- 
spective functions, 

The education committee, head- 
ed by Harry Zubkoff, reported that 
the lectures on meat by Miss Kay 
Nawn, Department of Agriculture 
specialist, drew about 200 persons 
to the Greenbelt Theater and about 
70 next day to the Allen Theater, 
at Takoma Park. Publication of 
a news letter, sent to all mem- 
bers and partly paid-up members, 
has begun, with Townsend Scud- 
der, GCS public relations man as 
editor. The education committee’s 
next meeting will be theld at 8:30 
Friday in Takoma Park, and will 
be open to all those interested in 
this kind of work. 


Morris Solomon, chairman of the 
store operations and price policy 
committee, recommended that a 
system be adopted for receiving 
and acting upon suggestions and 
complaints received from mem- 
bers; that comparison of operating 
stores; and that homemakers be 
enlisted for appraisal of co-op 
brand goods. He commended the 
work of the customer advisory 
committee of the Takoma Park 
stores. 

The Board voted to send 8 per- 
songs to the summer cooperative 
institute to be held at Ambherst, 
Mass., six of whom will be em- 
ployees. Unofficial delegates will 
be encouraged to attend on a vol- 
untary ‘basis. 

Tt was decided to hold every third 
meeting at Takoma Park, begin- 
ning with the second meeting in 

May.

City Council Votes 
Housing Referendum

A city-wide referendum to per- 
mit: residents to express their pref- 
erence as to their rights and prvi- 
leges in regard to the purchase of 
Greenbelt from the federal govy- 
ernment will be held this week in 
accordance with a resolution pass- 
ed by the city council in a special 
session last Tuesday night. The 
ballots will be mailed to every res- 
ident unit and must be mailed back 
by May 9 postmarked not later 
than 6 p.m, 

Four questions will be asked: 
Do you prefer to continue to rent 
even at increased rents to PHA or 
any possible owner; do you pre- 
fer the present GVHC plan; do 
you prefer to purchase under a 
clear title, private ownership plan; 
do you have an alternate plan? 
The resolution requests a referen- 
dum due to the “perplexed and 
confused” residents in regard to 
their rights and privileges under 
Public Law 65, and their lack of 
opportunity to “express their pref- 
erence” as to their rights and 
privileges under the said law, 

Councilman Steve Comings an- 
nounced that he would resign from 
the council if the referendum show- 
ed a majority of residents prefer- 
ring GVHC. He announced that 
his petition asking PHA tto stop 
the sale of Greenbelt to GVHC has: 
1000 signatures from individual, 
units, without complete coverage 
of the city due to the rains. 

The council requested in a for= 
mal motion that GVHC rescind its’ 
May 11 deadline for residents pay~ 
ing the $100 payment by May 11 
in order to establish priority on a 
resident’s own unit. It asked that 
the 30-day extension granted by 
PHA to GVHC for meeting tthe 
800-member figure to meet the ne- 
gotiation deadline be extended also 
in the residents’ priority. GVHC 
board member Bernard Bordenet 
explained that the cutoff date was 
necessary to assure outside buyers 
of commitment on a unit. Com- 
ings replied that every considera- 
tion should be given residents and 
not even a 5-minute advantage 
should be extended to outsiders.

Dear Mayor Lastner: 


At the meeting held in my office on April 15, 1952, you requested that I 
state the position of this Agency im connection wih certain municipal 
services being furnished residents at Greenbelt, a substantial portion of 
which costs are being paid by the Government through the medium of 
payments in lieu of taxes. At the April 15 meeting you particularly stat- 
ed that you wished a definite statement as to 'the position of this Agency 


as it affected the kindergarten, 


I believe we made it clear to you that our position concerning payments 
in lieu of taxes for the year 1952 wag to keep our payments as close to 
those allowec in 1951 as possible, having in mind the proposed sale of 
Greenbelt to a tenants’ cooperative. One of the items in the City budget 


was for expenses of operating the kindergarten, 


In making our decision 


as to what payments in lieu of taxes we would allow, we approved an item 
to permit the operation of the kindergarten up to June 30, 1952. Our 
position on this question is substantiated by studies of Greenbelt made by 
the Bureau of Public Administration of the University of Maryland which 
stated in part “except in those states where! the schools are a part of 
the municipal government, the operation of a kindergarten is a most un- 


usual function.” 


Further, in a report to this Agency by J. L. Jacobs & 


Company, Mangaement Consultants, it is stated that “the school program 
in the State of Maryland on which distribution of state aid to counties is: 
based does not provide for kindergartens ag part of the program.” 

In recognition of the fact that it would cause considerable difficulty if 
the kindergarten service was eliminated before the end of the current 
school year, we approved payment of this service on the basig of your 
budget to the end of this school term, 

If, for any reason, we have not sold the Greenbelt project by the time 
payments in lieu of taxes are due for the Calendar Year 1953, we will not 
approve any payment in lieu of taxes which includes any funds for the 
support of the kindergarten, or for any service not generally performed 
by other municipalities in the State of Maryland and paid for out of tax 


revenue. 


I believe the above statements are in accordance with your request and 
clearly state the present and future position of this Agency with respect 
te payments in lieu of taxes for services to be rendered by your munici- 


pality to the residents of Greenbelt,

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What Price Referendum? 


At Monday night’s council meeting, Greenbelt’s city fathers 
gave a shining-example of why city tax rates are so high. 


As if they had never been near the Public Housing Admini- 
stration the previous week, they ignored the PHA commissioner’s 
flat statement that “we propose to (sell the greentowns) as speed- 
ily as possible,” and voted to hold a referendum—at the expense 
of the citizens—to see how many of those citizens wished to con- 
tinue to “rent ... PHA.” 


Unfortunately, the council member primarily responsible fon 
the “perplexed and confused” state of mind prevailing among his 
contacts in Greenbelt failed to attend last week’s meeting with 
PHA. He would have been gratified, no doubt, to hear the PHA 
officials question what the council members were doing there re- 
questing an extension of time for the housing corporation. GVHC 
board members with one exception were present to do just that, 
and the three councilmen who attended were told categorically that 
any petition circulating Greenbelt to block sale to GVHC was 


“not worth the tissue paper it was written on.” 


That goes for the referendum, too. 


But unlike the petition, 


which claims “a thousand signatures,” Greenbelters are paying 


for this one. 


Their houses are being sold; GVHC is the legally 


preferred purchaser; PHA is committed to negotiations with the 
residents’ corporation; but—like that pitiful king who commanded 
the tide to stand still—the city council buys its constituents a 


referendum,

GVHC Resolution 


Earl Thomas moved, Elliot Buk- 
zin seconded, that :“The members 
of the board of GVH, already sad- 
dled with the terrific burden of 
trying to develop one plan and vig- 
orously carrying it through to sat- 
isfactory completion, and _ realiz- 
ing the responsibilty of their jobs, 
do not feel that they have the time 
or resources to investigate and 
study and make a comprehensive 
report on any other plans for pur- 
chase of Greenbelt. 

“Since the city council feels a 
responsibility to all the residents 
of the city of Greenbelt, the board 
requests and urges that the city 
council shall direct the city man- 
ager to evaluate the plan for pur- 
chase as presented by A. C. Long, 
or any other feasible plan for pur- 
chase. 

“We further request that this 
study be made promptly and pre- 
sented to the board of GVHC as 
soon as possible but in no case la- 
ter than May 19, 1952, then after 
a mutual discussion by a joint com- 
mittee of the board and council, 
presented to the citizenry. 

“Since GVHC is the only ap- 
proved agency for the purchase of 
Greenbelt at the present time and 
price, we believe that this corpora- 
tion should be hte instrumentality 
to present such a plan to PHA in 
order to take advantage of the 
present sales price and other ad- 
vantages which have already been 
offered to the residents through 
this corporation.” 

Letter To Council 

At a special meeting of the board 
of directors of the Greenbelt Vet- 
eran Housing Corporation held 
April 30, the board voted to extend 
to May 31 the exclusive priority 
which the corporation has given to 
each resident of Greenbelt for the 
purchase of the dwelling unit he 
now occupies. Also, residents have 
until May 31 to establish priority 
over non-residents for transfer to 
other units. 

The foregoing extension will cost 
the corporation a considerable 
amount of money which members 
can ill afford to spend for matters 
of this nature. : 

The board cannot and will not 
consider any further extension of 
time to exercise the foregoing pri- 
crity. We are faced with the re- 
ality of meeting PHA requirements 
with respect to signed contracts. 

The board has spent ma‘gy hours 
working out a plan acceptable to 
PHA, and intends to investigate 
other plans; however, groups or 
persons blindly opposing and 
blocking the sale of the city to its 
present members must be prepared 
to accept the responsibility of fail- 
ure o conclude a conract with 
PHA. 

GVHC sincerely questions coun- 
cil’s motives and thinking in cireu- 
lating a referendum in Greenbelt 
regarding housing, which offers 
our citizens nothing but confusion 
and mistrust. Such action can only 
reflect discredit both to council and 
GVHC, and could more properly 
be presented to the residents if the 
negotiations between GVHC and 
PHA are not completed.
